The  Illegal  Court  of  1892 ;  the  governor  had  authority  to 
name  judges  hut  not  to  evicjt  courts.  He  established  a  court 

of  clergymen  and  physicians  and  tried  cases  of  witchcraft - 

this  was  an  infamous  and  cruel  tribunal. 


Early  Lawyers  In  Mass ;  the  courts  were  administered  by 
magistrates  who  were  not  legally  trained.  The  laws  of  Moses 
were  made  to  meet, all  questions.  The  writs  of  quo  warranto 
and  scire  facias  were  used  by  Charles  1  in  cancelling  the 
charter.  This  made  the  people  realize  the  lack  of  lawyers. 

In  1689  honest  lawyers  were  requested  from  England.  Erom 
1699" 1776  there  were  only  four  lawyers  on  the  bench  in  Mass 
courts.  These  included  lynde,  Dudley,  Trowbridge,  and  Cushing. 
Iynde  was  born  in  Salem  and  educated  at  Harvard  and  became 
chief  justice  of  the  Mass  court  in  1729  until  174-5.  Auchmuty 
was  born  in  Scotland  and  began  his  practice  in  Loston  1720; 
he  was  one  of  the  leading  lawyers  of  this  period.  Reede  was 
a  great  common  law  lawyer  at  this  time.  Trowbridge  was  a 
famous  real  estate  lavyer  and  studied  under  Parsons,  chief 
justice  of  the  Mass  Supreme  Court;  later  became  judge.  Jeremiah 
Gridley  was  the  father  of  the  Eoston  bar  and  trained  Otis  and 
Adams . 

In  1710  a  statute  was  passed  recognizing  the  lavyer’ s  practic 
as  a  profession;  it  also  defined  the  oath  upon  admission. 


The  Constitution  of  Mass;  in  1778  the  general  court  was 
requested  to  frame  a  fundamental  constitution  as  the  basis 
and  framework  of  legislation  and  to  refer  it  to  the  people 
for  their  approbation.  In  1779  the  people  were  requested  to 
vote  on  the  question  whether  or  not  a  constitutional  convention 
could  be  called.  Such  convention  was  called  in  1779  and  a  con¬ 
stitution,  whose  framers  were  Adams,  Hancock,  Cushing,  and 
Paine,  was  adopted.  The  three  branches  of  government,  legis¬ 
lative,  executive,  and  judicial  were  defined.  Later  constit¬ 
utional  changes  were  made  in  the  constitutional  conventions 
of  1820,  1850,  and  1917.
